It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  figures  similarly 
given  (early  in  1922)  for  1921  were  11,100  and  the 
Census  returns  for  1921  (published  in  1925 )  give 
10,906,  and  though  in  tho  period  1921-1925  (both 
years  included)  there  was  a  preponderance  of  652 
"births  over  deaths,  the  Census  figures  and  the  Registrar 
General’s  succeeding  estimates  -  which  must  he  accepted  - 
show  an  increase  of  only  324*

The  Ilaryport  water  supply  is  obtained  by  pumping  - 
at  the  0-oat,  Oockermouth  -  from  the  mill  ro,ce  taken 
from  the  Diver  Derwent .  .^and  filtration  takes  place 
at  fayborough  (just-  outside  the  town)  and  at  Papcastle 
(near  lockermoiith) .  \nalysis  in  1923  end  1924  showed 
that  a  little  more  efficient  filtration  was  advisable; 
previously,  I  understand,  analysis  had  always  been  good. 
Doing  a  filtered  river  water  the  supply  is  open  to 
suspicion  and  it  behoves  the  Council  to  pay  strict 
attention  to  sources  of  pollution  of  the  Derwent  both 
at  the  intake  end  along  the  course  of  the  river.  I  havo 
soon  gross  pollution  of  tho  Dor  wont  from  the  He 3 wick 
Urban  District  stowage  ‘forks  and  this  was  pointed  out 
to  the  fa  tor  Committee  at  their  annual  inspection.  This 
pollution  still  exists.  During  tho  year  a  n ew  sand- 
washer  was  purchased  and  installed  at  Hhy  bo  rough  and  a 
considerable  quantity  of  sand  has  boon  taken  out,  washed 
and  replaced,  which  ought  to  help  materially  towards  a 
good  analysis  again.  Hew  puraping  machinery  is  being 
installed  at  the  Tapcastle  Pumping  station  -  one  new 
engine  with  pump  wa  ,  croc  tod  during  1925,  tho  2nd,
